Thie royally bred princesa of the eqnioe 
family and a fall brother to Jean Beraad to 
keep her compruy roaming in the paddock at 
Holmdel, will eanee many atndenta of the 
thoroughbred to viait that beantifal apot to 
view theae embryo racing cbampiona. 

Jamea Rowe ia bnay early and lata at Brook- 
dale with Jamea R. Keene'e extenaive atring of 
rscera. It ia generally conceded by racing ez- 
perta that the boreea in the atable thie year 
excel in their general averege and appearance 
any that be hae ever bred. Among the aged 
diviaion ia Toter, who broke recorda at Sara- 
toga laat year and retired to winter qaartera 
with bat a eingle defeat. 

Voter baa improved wonderfully in appear- 
ance eince be baa been under the anpeiviaion of 
Rowe, fie is entered in the great spring handi- 
caps. 

Toddy hae grown into a naefnl appearing 
three-year-old. promisee well, and may repay 
for the care and attention that haa been be- 
etowed on him and fulfil the fond wiehea of the 
followers of this stable who anticipate a bril- 
liant future for thie son of Hanover, 

Chacornac. who won the Fntarity last year, 
haa grown into a horse of enormoas propor- 
tioDB, deep-chested, with plenty of length, high 
on the withers and quarters, with abnormal 
development of tbe latter. This colt certainly 
appears to have a chance to falfll tbe great 
expectations and predictions made for him by 
bis admirers last year. 

Uriel is once mote in training. Ha ia now a 
gelding, and hae undergone a coarse of firing 
and blistering that may strengthen his forelegs 
and ankles enfiiciently to permit Mr. Rowe to 
prepare him for a race. 

Of the two-year-olds there is nothing to go by 
except their generally attractive appearance in 
tbe trials of last aatnmn. Although ihey have 
been breathed along Mr. Rowe has not asked 
them to go at speed, bat is likely to let them 
down this week for at least a half mile.

are deceptive at times, and it is the lot of tnrf- 
roen, both old and young, to meet with diaap- 
pointment. 

However, tbe Morris lot ia almost sure to 
prove factors in the two-year-old races, and 
with Pupil, Modrine, Manvilla, Goldone, Water 
King and others to draw from, the Morris out- 



fit is worthy of tbe attention of racegoers, for it 
snrely will be fit and ready to go to tbe post 
when the bugle blows at Aqueduct. 

Thomas Welch, who enjoys the luxury and 
solitude of Millstone, N. J„ is not at all worried 
about the doings cf the horses trained on tbe 
metropolitan tracks. Mr. Welch is alirays 
smiling and happy, but at the present time be 
exhibits a serenity that can only be induced by 
tbe knowledge that he haa something worthy 
of note in his stable. 

Welch is a believer in jockeys, and thinks 
that Tod Sloan is the best in the world. He 
sighs for his' return to this country, and re- 
marks that, “With all Tod’s faults be is a great 
jockey, and his appearance on the local track 
would greatly enhance the attractiveness of 
racing in this country ’’

of three-year-olds who confidently believe that 
they possess tbe real thing should not leave 
this Montana-bred colt out of their calcnla- 
tiona, for in tbe master hands of Tom Welch 
there ia no knowing what this handsome tbree- 
yaar-old is capable ci doing.— Morniog Tele- 
graph.
